These are overheating and u nd e r-ve ntila - 
tion. 
A n overheated hou se 
is

The tem peratu re of you r hou se shou ld nev- 
ei be above 68 or 70 degrees F ahrenheit a t the m ost, 
u nless there are old people to be considered. 
In order tha t the atm osphere indoors 
m ay be 
com fortable and healthfu l, a certain am ou nt of m ois­ 
tu re shou ld alw ays be present. 
T he hotte r the fire, the m ore the air is heated and 
the greed ier it is for w ater.

of water in the heated 
room and as long as there is water remaining in 
the pan they rest content, believing that the air in 
the rooms is sufficiently moist and go on stoking the 
furnace.
